a 62-10^060-6593 is the file copy of the domestic intelligence division. 

Sullivan's is the only name marked the stamp for routing and the rubber stamp visible 
in reverse at the bottom la of that "ivlsion. 

there is a notation only partly comprehensible at the lower left-hand comer of the 
first page. It appears to say^Retained in 81.8, the second 8 unclear and possibly not an 
8. It overlaps with a rubber stamp that in reverse reads "negative," I'm not certain this 
is the entire rubber stamp* 

To tne left of this is another stamped-on form. I believe that in the part hot 
eliminated the Initials that remain are of Raymond B, Long, if I recall that name correctly. 

Above these notations is the routing of copies by the N.O.fielf office. With the 
three copies sent to the Bureau there are 9 enclosures, none of which I saw when I 
went over this covering Airtel and thr Best of the volume. If tliey are mentioned in the 
IHI'I, which also has an "enclosure" stamp. I'll go into that as I read the LHH. I've skLiraned 
only part of the first page to now* 

I'd have assumed a copy to Dallas but not to ^ouston. This is absolute proof that a 
denial of any records by the Ajuston F.O, is knowingly galse. 

One enclosure to it and to Balias. HQstamped 9 enclosures also. 

HQ also noted what appears to be "SNIP 6592, Whatever this means, there is no 
6952 in this Section. At the same point there is another file designation, 44 1— A— 3. 

With 44 indicating "Civil Rights," I wonder ifl this is a sub of a Kin, file. 

The names and initials added are Sullivans, WCS for William Sullivan, Baanigan, 
what can be Raupach (there is such a name) and Goble, 1 take it Theodore N, Goble, who 
with Raupach figures in the records on me and I think other critics. 

The underscorings are indicative of indexing indications, I do not recall having 
seem the wavy line below the names like below those of Bringuier and Turner in records I 
have gone over in the past. Perhps it tan be their way of noting informers to the file clerks. 

Maybe the 9 enclosures are those copies of the LHM and the 3 at the bottom refers to 
the Airtel copies. 

While it is customery to say that Bufiles contain no Wderogatoiy inforioatlon" on 
people, as here on Turner, they do not say no information at all. She was, if not their 
informant or source, without question a narcotics informant, at least for the N.O.P.D., 
Giarruso and Sgt. Spako. I checked this out. In fact, traced here there once to be sure. 

She may or may not have been a narofink but she was well known to the two agents to whom 
I spoke and to whom I'd heard her spealc by phone. Here I mean federal agemts, fioderal fink. 

Bione is not a common name and Bringuier fractures English badly. That he has the name 
rig^it means to me tliat she did not lie to mp about her* earlier knowledge of and meetings 
with ^‘ringuler, on some occasions with the Philip (•eraoi who is mentioned. On one of those 
flocasions, when he h .d run away and had retSmed to N.O., she met him and drove him to 
Bringuier' s. Here I do not depend on her word. I have the juvenile report referred to quite 
incompletely, Geraci understated some of it. Instead of phoning his parents or the police 
Bringuier arranged to put him up at the Silver Hollar, where the boy was gang-banged, 

Bione may have received the letter from Geraci she ms said to have said she received 
but it could not possibly have said that is attributed to it.

However, none of this port of the 0 LEE4 is true. As of that time I'd never spoken 
or written to hilip. About April of that year I i± did interview %llip' s father and 
mother, on tape, played back to them. I obtained proof of Hringuler's false swearing to the 
Warren ‘'ommission - about Oswald and about when he met Oswald. I interviewed *^ilip in the 
tome of his lawyer, by pre-arrangement, and that it be in the lawyer's presence being my

In between the father, an electrician, died as the result of an electric shock,

Not that 
Bringuier and others had gone to a ^‘ubon camp near Nqw Qrleans but that she and the two 
boys had and had seen Csvald there. These are her stories to me. I don't know if they are 
true or net. I’m inclined to doubt it save for two reasons J she ioiew the location of the 
camps and gave me an accurate description of one of which I was able to obtain pictures 
during 7/66. 

^^0 all of this as it relates to me is false* Note here that the does not include 
such qualifiers as Bringueir said or it is alleged. They present it all as established 
fact. I presuine this is because the NO FO knew enough about me. 

The flrst^sentence of the third graf is another typical lie. The mother h^d not been 
approached by ''arilson. It is I to whom she and the father spoke, feely and openly at their 
home, witli//the tajdng in the open and as the tapes show, played back so they could be 
certain than in anxiety that had not mlsspo<ven themselves. (Now how many are this conceded 
when delicate family questions are involved and with ‘Garrison’s by then well-iaiown pro- 
clivities? But I also had not made a deal for Ibhe mother, hater I did.) 

^ The next sentence is also presented as unquestioned truth. In fact it is fabrication. 
Attention is drawn to it by the note on the first page ’’See end p. I^jif The words are: 

^Turner ooremented tixat an agency uhich slie did not identify was building a case against 
Noisberg because he was spreading KGB propaganda in the United States. f imbrication un- 
less v'che k»iew what she did not tell me. 

^ The sentence at the top of the page is based on souiething real hut is false* 

^hilip v/as being returned over his father's death, if by October his father had died. 

The story of the ‘^ringuior-Ueraci relationship is at best incomplete. It is in this 
XKE area that Bringuier sworo falsely to establish an alibi for himself. 

The parents aade philip stop selling th bonds. I have the receipts he got from ^h^inguier. 
It is almost certain that Os\^ald filed the complaint against ^ringuier’s unlicensed sale 
of bonds. And that he told Bringuier about it at the court hearing after the fracas. 

The date 8/5/63 is one of the two different false dates Bringuier gave for tYe Oswald 
mv;eting. 

Notice, however, that the N.O.F.O. did have a file on Geraoi. Why? I can think only 
of his connection x-Jith the case, with me or both* It was not long after my joint interview 
with both the mother and ^hilip that ^ got reports of FBI agents going around behind me 
and defaming me to those I’d spoken to. Notice the date, 5/5/63 for a rainor juvenile 
offanse of more than thi*oe years earlier. 

oume’e long report says more than liMs and says what thia does not say. *^t in- 
cludes Turner at several points and in some detail. (l tiave it.) 

Tliis tailored version seems designed to make it easy to destroy "^hilip’s credibility. 

And to support Bringuier ’s false testimony. Actually Philip hated his pa 3 ?eats, and not 
without case, "o was institutionalized over his campaign to get even x^ith them, especially 
the father. 

If I wore to guess at a Houston connection I could not overlook t. at Ricardo jDavis
